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FR FRANCHISE 


The Belleville City Council took action on 
the street railway franchises desired by 
the Belleville, Mascoutah & Freeburg elec- 
tric Railway Co. and the Belleville Inter- 
urban Co. Franchises were granted to 
both roads on the following conditions: 
Each is to furnish bond of $10,000, each is 
to pay $5000 to the city for rights received 
in yearly installments of $1000 each, Belle- 
ville streets are not to be touched until the 
lines are complete to the city limits, each 
is to have a city schedule of o minutes and 
an out-of-town schedule of an hour. 

When the proposed roads are completed 
Belleyille will be a network of electric rail- 
ways, as tracks will enter the town from 
six different directions. All will meet in 
the central part of the city. 

The Belleville, Mascoutah & Freeburg 
will connect Belleville with those towns as 
well as Smithton, which at present has no 
rallroad connection with Belleville. It has 
for its stockholders the owners of the In- 
ternational Transit Company automobiles. 

The plan at present is to reach East St. 
Louls over the unused track of the South- 
ern railroad and connect with the bridge 
automobiles. 

The Belleville Interurban will also con- 
nect with Freeburg, Mascoutah, Smithton 
and O’Fallon. The line will leave Belle- 
ville by the Carlyle road and extend to a 
point where roads branch off to the north 
and south, one to Freeburg and one to 
Mascoutah. Branches of the electric road 
will be bullt to these two towns. Belle 
ville merchants .are of the opinion that 
these roads will enlarge the trade of Belle- 
vulle with surrounding towns.

SPEEDY FIGHTING SHIP. 


The Cruiser Colorado Launched at Phil- 
adelphia Yards. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 25.—The cruiser 
Colorado, which is to be launched here to- 
day, is of a new class of vessels added to 
the American navy. She is an armored 
cruiser of the first class, yet she bears the 
name of a state, an honor formerly only 
accorded battleships. Coupled with tre- 
mendous battery power, she has the speed 

ef an ©cean liner. 

The vessel is 502 feet long, 50 feet 6 inches 
wide. with a draft of % feet 6 inches. Her 
speed requirement calls for 22 knots an 
hour for four consecutive hours. She is 
fitted with twin screws, twin triple expan- 
sion engines, which must develop 23,000 in- 
dicated horsepower. 

The fighting force of the Colorado is cen- 
tered Frincipally in two batteries. She 
will carry a main battery of four up-to-date 
eight-inch and 14 six-inch rapid-fire rifies.. 
a secondary battery of 18 four-pounders and 
12 three-pounders and a supplemental force 
of eight one-pounders, two field pieces, two 
machine guns and six automatic guns for 
service on the bridges and in the tops. The 
eight-inch guns are designed to fire once 
every 50 seconds and the six-inch guns are 
expected to fire three times a minute. The 
contract price of the Colorado was $3,780,000.
